IN THE CLAIMS: 

Cancel Claims 15-25 and 28 without prejudice to renewal as drawn to a non-elected invention. 
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(reiterated) A pli^qnacological composition comprising: 

a) a gum resin; 

b) at least one topically Ikceptable pharmacologically active agent other than said gum 
resin that is effective as a treatment for ameliorating symptoms of a disease of skin or a 
mucous membrane of a mammal, wherein said pharmacologically active agent can 
remain in contact with said skin o\said mucous membrane greater than 6 hours without 
toxic effects to said mammal; and 

c) a topically acceptable volatile solvei\for said gum resin and said pharmacologically 
active agent. 
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2. (reiterated) The composition according to Claim 1, wherein said gum resin comprises 
benzoin. 

3. (reiterated) Yhe composition according to Claim 1, wherein said topically acceptable 
volatile solvent\eomprises ethanol. 

4. (reiterated) The composition according to Claim 3, wherein said topically acceptable 
volatile solvent is ethanol and comprises about 60% to 90% of said composition. 

5. (reiterated) The composition according to Claim 1 wherein said pharmacologically active 
agent is an antimicrobial agetit. 

6. (reiterated) The composition according to Claim 5 wherein said antimicrobial agent is an 
anti-fungal agent. \ 

7. (reiterated) The composition according, to Claim 6, wherein said anti-fungal agent is 
clotrimazole. \

as 1% of said composition. \

agent is a steroidal agent. \

betamethasone. \

The following is the text of the claims following entry of the amendments 
requested on the attached marked up version of the claims. 



IN THE CLAIMS: 



1 . A pharmacological composition comprising: 

a) a gum resin; 

b) at least one topically acceptable pharmacologically active agent other than said gum 
resin that is effective as a treatment for ameliorating symptoms of a disease of skin or a 
mucous membrane of a mammal, wherein said pharmacologically active agent can 
remain in contact with said skin or said mucous membrane greater than 6 hours without 
toxic effects to said mammal; and 

c) a topically acceptable volatile solvent for said gum resin and said pharmacologically 
active agent. 



2. The composition according to Claim 1, wherein said gum resin comprises benzoin. 
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3. The composition according to Claim 1, wherein said topically acceptable volatile solvent 
comprises ethanol. 

4. The composition according to Claim 3, wherein said topically acceptable volatile solvent 
is ethanol and comprises about 60% to 90% of said composition. 

5. The composition according to Claim 1 wherein said pharmacologically active agent is an 
antimicrobial agent. 

6. The composition according to Claim 5 wherein said antimicrobial agent is an anti-fungal 
agent. 

7. The composition according to Claim 6, wherein said anti-fungal agent is clotrimazole. 

8. The composition according to Claim 7, wherein said clotrimazole is present as 1% of said 
composition. 

9. The composition according to Claim 1 wherein said pharmacologically active agent is a 
steroidal agent. 

10. The composition according to Claim 9, wherein said steroidal agent is betamethasone. 

1 1 . The composition according to Claim 10, wherein said betamethasone is present as 
0.025-0.05 % of the composition. 

12. The composition according to Claim 1, wherein said pharmacologically active agent 
comprises both an antimicrobial agent and a steroidal agent. 

13. The composition according to Claim 1 , further comprising a penetration enhancer. 
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1 4. A pharmacological composition comprising: 

a) a benzoin; 

b) clotrimazole ; and 

c) ethanol. 

26. A biological dressing obtained according to the method of Claim 25. 

27. A pharmacological composition comprising: 

a) a benzoin; 

b) 1% clotrimazole ; and 

c) 60% ethanol.

1 . A pharmacological composition comprising: 
a) a gum resin;
